furnished with copies of letterhead memoranda prepared by the 
interested domestic offices which set forth exact or approximate 
dates of travel and passport information. 

It has been my experience in the three countries 
assigned to the Madrid Office, Spain, Portugal, and Morocco, 
that travelers entering and leaving the countries are required 
to fill out small forms, which foms eventually end up in the 
police files of the respective countries. These forms in ^ 
general require an exact listing of . the name of the traveler 
as it appears in the passport, the date and place of issuance 
of his passport, his nationality, and the number of his passport, 
in addition to some other general information. It is believed 
that with some exception similar requirements are in existence 
in most of the countries where Legal Attaches are located, the 
possible exceptions being the Ifestem Hemisphere countries. 

It has been noted that the letterhead memoranda 
prepared by the domestic offices on security subjects traveling 
abroad frequently list a najne and several aliases for the 
subject, yet in the details of the memoranda where passport 
data is furnished, it is simply stated "Subjecfwas issued a 
passport , followed by details of date and place of issuance »v 
without specifying what name or alias was used in the passport, '^r-
